2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
relates to a cyclonic evaporator apparatus for separating two or more components of a 
feed material prior to or simultaneously with at least partially vaporizing one of the 
components the cyclonic evaporator including a swirl generator portion fro imparting a 
swirling motion to the feed material, and said cyclonic evaporator also including an 
evaporator portion having one or more evaporator tubes for heat exchange. The prior 
art fails to teach and/or suggest the specific combination of the swirl generator and the 
evaporator including a heat exchanger. The apparatus provides separation of two or 
more components of a feed material prior to or simultaneously with at least partially 
vaporizing one of the components while taking advantage of the different volatilities or 
different rates of vaporization using the in-line swirl generator assembly.
